past few yeara, Uiickiiiakiiig by hand is 
now becoming a h st art, for the good rua- 
son that mure perfect bricks win, with llio 
aid of iiiachinory, bo mode in far leas time 
and at far leaa expense. 

Olio of the very latest liiiprovenienls in 
hrickmaking is tlio .Ackcimnii macbiiie, 
innnufncturBd in Spriiigllold, 111., wliioli 
has .lust been introdnopil iniutbis proviiioe 
bj-McBsrs, IClford JcSiiiilh, and is nuw run- 
ning day and night at their yard on tho 
Carbally road. T'liis inacliiiio reduces tlie 
process to soniotliiiig very simple. Tlio 
day is cut from tho bank of a little knoll 
which is no'.v being rodiicid to a level 
w-itli t he ro.-iii, and is carried to Ihc clay 
room on liille irani <-ai-.< |ii-o|iellcd by ii 
chain connecled with tho engine. A large 
hopper receivea tlio clay as it is dumped 
from the cars or barrows. It then |ias.-es 
til ongh two iniiuenae rollers, wliioh 
mash tho soil lo powder, and ibrow 
out any pieces of stone or ref- 
ii'^o that fonnot bo pulveriveii 'iio- 
brick machine then receives the supply uf 
malorial, churns il up with iiiiineiisc 
knives --iio water is required— and dis- 
cliargos il in .'in ciiiiless column, exnclly 
reseiiililing piii ty, iipuii a cruuinuous bolt".

Owing to thu immcnsu pressure, as well 
na the thorough mixing, the bricks th la 
made aro smoother, more solid ami more 
perfect in every way than bricks made by 
the old process, oacb brick wclghlug from 
j to lllionndsmorc. in fact. Ihoy aroprcswif 
brick, which can bo turned out lus clieaidy 
as bricks ot the ordinary Inferior grade. 

The power for tho machine la aupplicd by 
a ( 'orlias engine of 40 h.p. and 10 foot boiler 
within H-ineh tubes. Tho cngino also fur- 
nislios jiower to the tilo inacliiiic. whiob 
\vill be ruuniiig in 11 few da\s, and wliioh 
is capable of 1 iirniiig out, every size of tilo. 
froiii two lo foiirioon ini-lio, in liiainoler.

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THE SESSION. 

The session of tlio Legislature 
which closed yesterday was not by 
any means barren. There was a gmni 
deal of unntjcusaary talk, certainly, 
bub some useful measures were passed. 
The summary convictions Act, 1889, 
\vill, we hiive in> duiibt, bo found of 
great use to ju.atioe.^ of the pence 
throughout the province. They, not 
being learned in the law, very mucii 
need for their miidanco a concise 
and well-arranged manual in ivhieii 
the courso they ought to pursue in 
the diflerent cases that coino before 
them is clearly pointed out. The 
want of such an Act has been the 
cause of umny mistakes and of loss 
and unnecessary delay lo litigants. 

The Municipal Act is described by 
those who have had the opportunity 
of studying it and of comparing it 
with the laws previoinly existing, a.i 
being an o.xcellent measure, I'ollect- 
ing great credit on its iutroihicer, tlui 
Hon. Mr. I'eaveii. It cuiitain.s all 
that is good in former act.s, iind the 
new provisions are required, and will 
be found to work for the good of the 
municipalities. 

The Canadian Western Central 
Bailway Act is a must important piece 
of legislation and if acted upon will 
be far-reaching in its rosults. It. is 
impossible to overeatiniato the ad- 
vantage of n railroad running through 
the northern part of tliu province. 
British Cohnubia is so peenliarly sit- 
uated that the only cfl'ectual tucan.s 
of inter-coninuuiieation williin its 
- bpideca are railroads. They are in- 
dispensable to its development. With- 
out them the greater part of the 
country will remain a wilderness, 
Railroads will greatly Btinuilnto the 
growth and development of those 
parts whicii are soitied. ^'elJ inuch 
indeed deiiend.s u[)i)ii the construction 
of the C'anailian \\'esterti, and if the 
Act to which the Mi'iit. -( lovernor 
gave hi.s assent yesterday has the 
effect of inducing H company to under- 
take to build it, the session of 1889 
will indeed be anibmorable one in the 
annals of British Columbia, It is 
creditable to the representatives of 
the people that so many of them, re- 
gard!>?3S of sectional jealousies and 
the pressure whieli obstriictionistH 
brougl , to liear upon them gave the 
meastii'e their iiearty siijijiort. Com- 
pared 'vith the advantages which tile 
proviiic- >vill leap from the construc- 
tion of tliat load, the land subsidy 
which was so strongly objected to by 
its opponetits will be found to bo by 
no means too large. 

The incorporation of the Kootenay 
Bailway and Navigation company, 
will, we trust, bo beneficial to the 
province. 'Pho |inijected lino of rail- 
way is required to aid in the develop- 
ment ot .1 tine tract li country ami feu- 
will think tint llio eiicounigumoi.l 
given to the prnjiictois is at all ton 
great. 

The ainuiidnicnts that wore made to 
the School Act caused an agitation al- 
together disproportioned to their im- 
portance. The fears professed to be 
entdrtained by some timid and not al- 
together disintere.-iteil )M3rsoii that the 
govoriiinent u-nuld use the powoi 
with which they asked to he invested, 
to oppress and annoy the teachoi.s 
wore, we are .sure, altogether grouiid- 
I0.SS, The nrguiiieiit of projihecy, 
whena])plied to iiuj' nieastu'e wliicli 
is, ill itself, reasnnalile, is tlio very 
worst that can be used, though, 
we regret to say, that it is by nn 
means the least eifootive. It is )jriipci 
that the government should have it in 
its power tfi call teachers who neglect 
their duties and who nci. in a way iin- 
becomini;; their pooiiioa to account, 
and it was unfair and improper to 
take it for granted that it.s uiemboit 
would iiiako a tyrannical 11,10 of their 
authority. 'I'lio fuss that wnt 
mndo about daily niarlniig was 
really a- reproach to the in 
telligenco and seuse of pioiirioiy 
of the raombors who made it. It was 
a matter of more departmental detail 
and might safely bo loft to the discre- 
tion of the offioials ot the Governmont. 
Experience and the sucooss of tliu 
method here and elsowhere will auuu 



enable tho department to decide 
whether it ia the best that can be 
adopted. 

The incorporation r of the If atiouai 
Electric Tramway and Lighting ^Oom- 

pany is an indication that Victoria is 
keeping up with the times. Thcso 
wlio find this city lighted by electrici- 
ty and its stroot cars run by electricity 
will have proof positive that it ia not 
tho slow unj)rogrossivo town that it is 
described to bo by its enemies and de- 
trikctori. Other measures, auoh as the 
Wt to incorporate the Vancouver 
Street Eailway Company ; the act in- 
corporating the Victoria Lumber and 
Manufacturing Company ; tho Act to 
aid in the development of Cjunrtz 
Mines, and others which wo have not 
Hpaco to muntion, all show that this 
province is progressing rapidly, «nd 
tlmt its various resources are being 
steadily developed. 

There were somo measures, 
such as the bill for the adun's- 
aion of barristers without under- 
going a twelve months probation, 
autl tho bill to protect publishers 
from vexatious and unjust prosecu- 
tions which ought to have \)nssud but 
which did not pass. We believe that 
these measures will recommoiid thein- 
selvea lo the good souse of the mem- 
bers of the legislature, and that when 
they are again submitted to their con- 
sidoration they will be carried by good 
majorities. 

One pleasant feature of the session 
that has just been closed is that tlio 
debates which were lively enough 
and perhaps in soiuo cases a little ton 
long, were not by any means .lOrinm 
iiiuus. \ friendly feeling pervaded 
the A.?sembly. 'I'lie amenities of 
debate were regarded ami members 
did not act as if those who dilVered 
from thorn in opinion on public ques- 
tions were their private enemies. It 
is pleasant to have to say this. Bitter 
party spirit — while it is productive of 
no earthly good, is the cause of much 
unpleasantness and is a great hin- 
drance to the transaction of public 
business. 



TREOLOaiCAL FICTION. 

When any one in these days desires 
efi'eetively to disscitiinato his opinions 
on religion, orthodox or heterodox, 
he does not comiiose an essay or 
preach ,x sermon. Me or .she sits 
down and writes a novel. Very few 
people, ciunparatively, study works 
on theology or read controversial ser- 
mons ; but nearly everyone likes a 
novel. An argument when presented 
in a dry logical form is not interesting 
reading for the multitude, but an in- 
genious teller of stories ^can spread 
and enforce the conclusion to which 
the reusoner has arrived by embndy- 
ing it in a tale and illustrating it by 
the conversation of tho cliaractors he 
creates, and the incidents he imagines. 
Fiction has for a long tinio licen en- 
listed in the service of orthodoxy. 
There are religious stories, lung and 
short, without number. Leaving out 
the Pilgrim's Progress, and one or two 
more, it is questionable if tliose works 
of imagination have done the cause of 
religion much good. They have, 
of late years, at any rato, be- 
come unpopular, for if tho or- 
dinary novel reader, attracted by 
tho title, finds that tho book 
in wliat ho contemptuously character- 
izes as being of tho "goody-goody ' 
order, he immediately throws it aside. 
But, singular to say, if the novel is 
heterodox, if its hero is a doubter, 
and if the creations of the author call 
in question the truth of the teachings 
of the churches, thebook becomes pop 
ular, and if it has nny lit«>r!iry ninri 
it is read by persons of every degree 
of culture. "Robert Elsniere" ii 
"John Ward I'roacher" are two no- 
table examples of novels of this class 
These books are very generally read 
because they place before their read- 
ers, in an attractive form, tho doubts 
of numbers who are beginning to en- 
quire into the reasonableness of the 
creeds which they have from their 
childhood boon taught to regard as 
truo. In "Robert Elsniere" a believ- 
ing wife ia united to ;i man who lie- 
coiue.), first a skeptic, and afterwards 
an unbeliever. In ",lohn Ward 
I'reaehur" it is the wife who is tho 
unbeliorcr, and it ia the husband wh 
is unbendingly orthodox. In tli 
former work the whole scheme of 
Christianity is insidiously attacked; in 
the latter it is the doctrine of eternal 
punishment only to which exception 
ia taken. Tho novelist is neither a fair 
nor a profound reasoner. Hut 
ho ha:* opjiortuiiiLies of ercatin;.; 
iiii])res.sioiis favorable to the views \\t: 
holds, and of [irejiuiicing bin reader.s 
against those whieh he coinlialM, 
which are not within the reach of the 
theologian who resorts to tho ordinary 
forms of controversy. This makes 
him a more effective teacher than an 
abler man who cannot call to his aid 
tho imagination of his hearers. 
Readers of thoae novels should be 
always on their guard, for it is very 
easy for a writer who is not tied down 
by tho rules of logic to make the 
worao ajipear the better ronaon. Hi 
can make plausible error havo all the 
a|ipearanee of undenialde truth, lli.s 
light, touches, his gibes, his Kueer;,, 
and hisplcasantrioB have alithoir oil'eci 
in bringing into discredit the doctrine 
which he attacks. The reader does 
not wait to sea what grounds there 
are for his ridicule and his donuncin- 
tiun. Ho is carried away for the 
momoiit by the oluvernoHs <il 
tho writer, and imbibes, perhap.s, 
inicoiiHciously, the ojunion he desires 
to propagate. It reqiiires surious 
thought and BOiilo enquiry to cm ri.it 
tho improsaiuii he h ,b made, and it 
may be that tho opportunity fur 
thinking and enquiring doosnotooine, 
It is humiliating to think that a mere 
novelist has the power to unsettle the 
convictions which it has taken years 
of careful conaciontious teaching to 
form, but it is nevertheless done. 
These novels, however, will be read, 



and it is for those who are interested 
in preserving what thejrjibelieje tO'jbe 
saving truth to dud iiSbme m»^iu[uf 
couuteraoting the iufiuenra'.df jbopk^ 
which-'in''8n 'ittt«ctive Wd ihsidiou 
manner teach what they regard as 
dangerous error. Can tho projudice 
against the religious novel be over- 
come? Or ia it noces-sary or lawful 
for the believers in orthodox Christian- 
ity to meet sceptics and agnostics in 
their own field and to light them with 
their own weapious? 



AN INDIGNANT FliOTEST. 

The claim of tho United States 
Government to jurisdiSiion over the 
waters of Behring Sea is so preposter- 
ous that American citizens themselves 
Hue its utter absurdity. The follow- 
ing article from The Sqniblie, St. 
Louis, is a stronger and more vigor- 
ous protest against that claim than we 
have seen in any English or Canadian 
journal : 

"The President's Behring .Sen [iro- 
clamation has boon received with 
vstoniahnient in Canada. It coukl 
scarcely have boon received with any- 
thing else, for it is a most astoniMhing 
proclamation, it sots U[) a claim to 
tho entire sua butwoon two continents 
as .-Vinerican waters — as nuich so as 
the waters of the Mississippi River or 
of any inland lake. Tho pnsitinii is 
absolutely absiiril and untenalde. In 
buying Alaska, we bought. Rus.sian 
rights in Alaskan waters, but the open 
Boln-ing Sea is no nioro .-Maakan w alera 
th!\n is tli.o open I'ncifie ocean. If 
Russia had in form conveyed to us a 
title to the entire sea, the title would 
have been worth no more to us than 
a similar title to the Pacific. We 
li:i,vo ipi right to I'lniin an3-opon aon as 
national propert y or lo attempt to ox- 
cluile other nations from it. To do 
so is to trive just c-iiisn of war when- 
ever violenco is used in siqiporting 
tlio claim against a foreign vessel. 

Entirely inexperienced in such 
matters the President has been misled 
by his scheming and unscrupulous 
Secretary of State, back of whom is 
the Alaska seal inonopoly, n gigantic 
anil grasping cori)orat inn with mil- 
lions III it. 'I'liare won d be millions 
more if itcnuld gain control of seal- 
hunting in the entire sea as it now 
has it ill tho Alaskan waters of the 
United States. Tho possibilities of 
tho Peruvian guano job were small 
compared to the possibilities of this 
new s]ieculat ion, in which Rlaiuo ha; 
involved tho Harrison adiniiiialra 
tion."
